Attitude of Roumania Also Remain*' 
Undecided — Teuton* and Bulgara 
Rounding Up Serb Detachment*. 
Defeat of British In Mesopotamia a 
Oleappotntment to London — Opera, 
tiena On>^Battl* Prenta. 

Itondbn, Dec. 6. — Late advices from 
the near east state tlutt negotiations 
between OrMoe-JUid the alliod powers 

Btill drag on at Athene, new hitcheB 
Beemit'gly arising as the old ones are 
smoothed out. 

The people of the allied countries, 
Pfartlcnlaiiy those of France and Italy, 
are becoming impatient over the con- 
tinual delays, and the press Is de- 
n>andiag thalT stern action be taken- to 
demonstrate to Ring Constantine and 
bis ministers the determination of the 
quadruple entente to secure the assur- 
ances demanded. New proposals are 
Bald to have been made by France 
a-nd Great Britain in the hope of 
reaching an agreement. 

Tlie attitude of Roumania also re- 
mains undecided. Since the dispatch 
announcing the closing of Roumanian 
ports to foreign trade was received, 
silence has descended upon Bucha- 
rest, and Europe is awaitiiis anxiously 
the next move, whioh will give a 
meaning to the order. The general 
belief here Is that t'tie Roumanian gov- 
ernment Is waiti^ for the concentra- 
tion of a sufficient Russian force in 
Bessarabia and a large enough Anglo 
French army in soutjiern Serbia to 
make victory certain before joining 
the allies. 

Meanwhile the Anstro-Germans and 
Pulgarlans continue rounding up the 
few Serbian troops remainlUi; in 
Serbia and also are prosecuting with 
their usual energy t'ne campaign 
ngalnst Montenegro. 

An official statement fssued by the 
French war office indicates that the | 
Billed troops in southern Serbia are ' 
continuing to hold their own against 
the on-ruBh of the Bulgarians sweep- i 
ing southward and to the southeast 
since the fafl of Monastlr. 

I'nusual calm prevails on the vari- 
ous battle fronts, even the Italians I 
apparently slackening their orTcnsive. 
probably in preparation for the next 
1-hase. whic!i they hope WiU place 
Gorizia li> their hands. 

Tne check suffered by General 
Townsend in Mesopotamia is a severe 
disappointment to the British public, 
which had looked upon this expedi- 
tion as the brightest spot thus far in 
the war. Nothing has been "iieard 
from General Townsend since he 
I cached Kut-el-Amara. where it is 
likely he will make a stand, as the 
position is a very strong one.

Washington, Dec. 6. — Disclosnres ^ 
to the relations )>etween agents of the 
German goTermnent and Iftbdr's na- 
tional peace council, an organizatioa \ 
which conducted an extensive propa- 
gande tor an embargo on munithm 
axpoitih are expected from an investi- 
gation b^ng carried <» by the depart- 
ment of justice. It is understood that, 
the department will lay before the 
federal grand Jury at New York evi- 
dence, intended to support a charge 
that this organisation was financed by 
German agents^ and that its- propa- 
ganda was part and parcel ot those 
pro-OennaB movements which have 
had so many ramllldstlons' In l3te 
past several months. 

Samuel Gompera. pretrident oC the 
AmerlcaB Fedoratlon of liabor, re- 
pudiated labor's peace council In the 
name of organised labor and -seme 
of its oOcers began to resi^ R£pre-

It 'Is reported^ that snbpoenaes al- 
ready haye been Issued for C. VrCa- 
node. a printer; William P. 'Kramer 
of the International.

Agents of the government who have 
been most activa in seeorlss the avl- 
dence upon which was based the de-

Captain Boy-Ed and Captain 
Von Papen, do not believe that the 
reasons aetnatlns the United States 
in this matter vrill ever be nAde pub- 
lic.

— A series of explo- 
sions destroyed tne big ammunition 
works in Halle, on the Scale, Prus- 
sian Saxony, killing several hundred j 
persons. The cause of the disaster is i 
attributed in reporle from Kolding, ' 
Denmark, to a plot of discontented i 
workmen, who are said to have blown j 
up the munltlcES factory.

He willvnot 
give you iinicli medicine, because there isn't any drug or "cure" 
that lie can prescribe that will do more than to relieve some imme- 
diate symptoms, such as constipation, cough, headache, etc. If 
your doctor begins to talk of a "iparv'elous remedy" which will cure 
you, it is time you looked for another pbysieian. That man is 
more than likelym quack and is simply after yonr money. There is 
no sure or qniek "cure"' or remedy for tnbersnlosis that you can 
buy at a drugstore or that a doctor can give yon. 

The second essential In the core of tobemilosfs is fresh air. To 
tlie healty person the best tonic is fresh air at work, at play, and 
(luring sleep. To the consumptive, however, air is medicine. He 
must take it in as large doses as he can, the more the better. Il 
may not be easy for one who has been accustomed to indoor work 
(o sleep and live outdoors, but since fresh air is vital, he must accus- 
tom himself to being outside all he can. At sanatoria for the treat- 
ment of tuberculosis, patients are out of doors on porches or elsewhere 
almost all the time. If one' is at home, he can with a little ingenuity 
arrange devices for outdoor [deeping and sitting. The National 
'tuberculosis Association, 105 i^ast 22nd Street, New York, wiO 
send free of charge to anyone a booklet entitled: "Directions for 
Living and Sleeping in the Open Air." 

The next, essential in the cure of tuberculosis is rest. Like fresh 
nir, rest must be taken as a medicine by the consumptimp. The 
reason for rest is evident, when you stop to think the way the 
perms of tuberculosis work. As they destroy the tissues of the lungs 
i T other parts of the body, they make a wound or a cavity. This 
wound, like a cut on your finger, will not heal if it is being opened 
all the time. To keep the lungs as quiet as posmble, rest in bed, or 
m a reclining chair is absolutely necessary. The dose of rest you 
lake will depend on your doctor's advice. He will tell you when you 
ran get out of bed and when yoiL can exercise and how much. But 
first and foremost you most leam to rest; in order to give the' longa 
a chance to heal. 

Besides a good doctor, finesh air and rest, the cure for tubercu- 
losis requires good, wholesome food. In normal health, food of 
the right kind is very necessary, but in tuberculosis it is doubly im- 
portant. Food is the fuel which heats the body and gives it its 
energy or you might almost say "steam." In tnberculosis one 
mutst pay special attention to food, because he has to provide fuel 
not only for the ordinary functions of the body, but he must pro- 
i ide an additional supply to meet the waste and damage done by the 
perms of the disease. This doesn't mean that you must be contino- 
f.lly stuffing youraelf, for if you do that you will upset your stomach, 
l.owels, and liver, and you will counteract all the good the food 
imght do. Neither does it mean that you must eat just one or two 
kinds of food, such as milk and eggs, which some people think are 
a cure for tuberculosis. They are excellent foods for people"*who 
lan eat and digest them readily, and every consnmptive should try 
to acquire an appetite for them. But meat and potatoes and bread 
and butter and good vegetables and almost any Other mmriahing, 
wholesome food in plenty of variety are needed also. Dont rely 
on tid-bits and sweets, but stoke your body furnace with food-fuel 
that will keep it running in the best possible order. Your doctor is 
the best one to nrlvisp on foods. 

And, finally, a last essential in the cure of tulMrculosis may be 
etuxuned op in these words: j"Don't worry." Keep a hopeful state 
of mind. If you give up ana say "It's no use," you will never get 
well, no matter how patiently you follow the other essentials of 
a cure. Getting well depends for the most part on you. Baekbone, 
hopefulness and eomracs will do mora for JM Hum all tt* dooton 
in the world. 

Just a word as to where to take the eore. If yon caa go to a 
sanatorium, do so. There ate not enongh sanatoria for everyone, 
however. So yon may have to stay at home and fight alone. Be- 
rnember, tubereoloeis can bo enrod if'TMi tak* it te ttBo aad do 

your part.

I hud barely finiiiili'tetl my .studies 
at the nicdicsil bchool ut Moscow when 
tbe revolution catue from vrhlcb Rus- 
sia anffered ao much and gained so lit- 
tle.

globe, not excepting our own hemi- 
sphere, has altered the whole face of 
international affairs, and now presents 
a prospect of reorganization and re- 
construction such aa atateamen and 
peoples have never boen eallad upon 
to attempt before. _ 

We have stood apart, studiously neu- 
tral. It was our manifest duty to do 
so. Not only did we have no part or 
interest In the policies which seem to 
have brought the conflict on; It was 
necessary. If a universal catastrophe 
waa to be avoided, that a limit sbuuld 
be aet to the aweep of destructive war 
and that aome part of the great fam 
Uy of natlona should keep the process- 
es of peace alive. If only to prevent 
collective eomomie mtn and the break- 
down tbroogboBt the world of the In- 
duatriea by which its populations are 
fed and anatalned. It was "n-'^tfitly 
the doty of the aelf-govemed natlona 
of tiila bend^bcce to^rednaa. tf poaal- 
ble, the balanee of economle loae end 
oonftaloo In the otbor. If tb«y eoold 
do aotfafaig mm. in- the day of leed- 
Jnettoent and reenperatlon we aamcat- 
•r bope and believe that they can be 
of Infinite eerrleak 

In tUa nentniltty. to whldi they 
were Uddcn not oi^y 1^ their aep- 
arate life and tbefr babltnal detach- 
ment from the politics of Europe, bat 
also b)r a dear pmepttoo of tatena- 
tional duty. Hie statea of America have 
become couadona of a new and more 
vital community of Int eie rt and moni 
partnerablp in afltalta, more clearly 
conscione of the many cotmnoB aympe- 
thlea and Intereata and dntlea- .wMcfa 
bid them atand^ together. - 

There waa a time In the early days 
of our own great nation and of the re- 
pnbllca fighting their way to Independ- 
ence In Central and South America 
when the government of the United 
States looked npon Itself as In some 
sort the guardian of the repabltes to 
the south of her aa "g Hwt any cn- 
croachmenta or efforts at ptftttwil con- 
trol from the ottier aide of tiie water: 
felt It Its doty to play the part even 
without Invitation from thein. and I 
think that we can dalm that the task 
was undertaken with a true and ^Usln- 
tereated' enthosiasm tot the freedom 
of the Americas and the nnnKdeated 
self sBvemment of her independent 
peoples. Bnt It was always dtficnit to 
maintain socb a rote without offense 
to the pride of the peoples whose free- 
dom of action we aought to protect 
and wlthont provoking aerfoiu mis- 
conceptions of our motives, and every 
thooghtfiil man «t aShlm must wel- 
come die altered dr e nmata ncea of the 
new day In whoee Ught we now stand, 
when there le no dalm of gnardlan- 
ship or tlMN^ilit of warda. bat tnatead 
a firil and honorable aaaodatfon as of 
partners between o maal vea and our 
neighbors In the interest of ail Amer- 
ica, north and aonth. Our concern for 
the Independence and prosperity of the 
states of Central and South America 
1b not altered. We retain unabated the 
sptrtt that has Inspired ns throughout 
the whole life of our government and 
which was so frankly put Into words 
by President Monroe. We still mean 
always to make a common cause of 
national IlidepdDdence and of political 
liberty In America. But that purpose 
Is now twtter onderatood bo far as it 
concerns ourselves. It is known not to 
be a selfish purpose. It is known to 
have in It no tbonght of taking advan- 
tage of any government In this beml 
sphere or flaying Its political fortunes 
for our own benefit. All the govern- 
ments of America stand, so far as we 
are concerned, upon a footing of genu 
Ine eqoailty and anqoastloaed "tade 
pendence. 

We have been put to the test in the 
case of Mexico, and we have stood the 
teat Whether we have benefited Mex- 
ico b^ the course we have punned re 
mains to be aeen^ Ber fortunes are in 
her own-'banda. But we have at least 
proved that we will not take advan 
tage of her In her distress and under 
take to Unpoae upon her an order and 
government of our own choosing. IJb 
erty Is often a fierce and Intractable 
thing, to which no boonda can be set 
ao4 to which no tmnnds of a few 

men's choosing ought ever to be set- 
Every American who has drunk at 
the time fountains of priticlple and tra- 
dition must 8ul)scrib« without reserva- 
tion to the blfc'h doctrine of the Vir- 
ginia bin of rights, which In the great 
days in which our government was set 
up was everywhere among us accept- 
ed as the creed of free meiL That doc- 
trine la. **That' government Is or ought 
to be Institnted for the c<Hnmon bene- 
fit, protection sod security of the i>eo- 
ple. nation or community;" that "of 
all the vnrtoos modes aad forms of 
govornment. that Is the beat which Is 
capable of producing the greatest de- 
gree of bappinesa and safety and is 
most effectually secured against the 
danger of maladminlst ration, and that 
when any government shall be found 
InadCqnate or contrary to these par- 
poses a majority of the community, 
hath an indubitable, inalieuable and 
Indefeasible right to reform, alter or 
•boUah It in such manner as shall be 
jndged most conducive to the public 
•west" We l»a»e onbesltatlugly ap- 
plied that heroic principle to the case 
of Mexico and now hopefully .^iwalt 
tly xabirtta of the trouB^^ repubUc 
which had so much of whKb to purge 
itgelf ^--r.'-l Vr<'-(! enunathy iM^mos* 
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outside quarter In tbe radical tmt nec- 
essary process. We will aid antf'be- 
frlend Mexico but we will not coerce 
her. and oar course with regard to her 
ought to be aatBclent proof to all Amer- 
ica that we eeek no political soseralnty 
or selfish controL 

PAN-MIERICANISM HAS 
HOME or EMPIRES SPttirr. 

Ceenemio Adjustments I nevlublo With- 
in the Next Generation. 

Tbe moral Is that the states of Amer- 
ica are not hostile rivals, but co-op- 
erating friends, and that their grow- 
ing sense of commuuity of interest, 
alike in matters political and in mat- 
ters economic, is likely to give them a 
new significance as factors in interna- 
tional affairs and lu the political his- 
tory of tbe world. It presents them as 
in a very deep and true sense a unit 
in world affairs, spiritual partners, 
standing together because thlLklng to- 
gether, quick with common sympathies 
and common Ideals. Separated, they 
are subject to all tbe cross currents of 
tbe confused politics of a world of hos- 
tile rivalries: united in spirit and pur- 
pose, they cannot t>e diaappolnted of 
tbelr peaceful destiny. 

This Is pan-Americanism, it has none 
of tbe spirit of empire in it. It Is tbe 
eml>odiment, tbe effectual embodiment. 
Of the spirit of law and Independence 
and liberty and mutual service. 

A very notable body of men recently 
met in the city of Washington, at the 
Invitation aud as the guests of this 
government, whose deliberations are 
likely to be looked back to as marking 
a memorable turning point In the his- 
tory of America. They were repre- 
sentative spokesmen of the several in- 
depoident states of this hemisphere 
Shd were assembled to discnss the 
lluancial and commercial relations of 
tbe republics of the two continents 
which nature and political fortune 
bare so intlmatel.v linked together. 1 
earnest fy recommend' to your perusal 
the reports of their prweedlnga and of 
tbe actions of tbelr committees'.' Ton 
will get from them. I think, a fresh 
conception of the ense an^ Intelligeace 
and advantage with which Amerin|na 
of both contifientfi may draw together 
In practical coK>|)eratinn and of what 
the material foundations of this bope 
fnl partnerablp of interest mnst con- 
.list ■ of how we should build them and 

of how necessary it is that we should 
hasten their building. 

There is, I venture to point out. an 
especial significance Just now attach- 
ing to this whole matter of drawing 
the Americas together in bonds of hon- 
orable partnership and mutual advan- 
tage because of tbe ecouomtc readjust- 
ments which the world must luevitably 
wltnesa within the next generation, 
when peace shall have at last resumed 
Its- healthful tasks. In the perform- 
ance of these tasks i believe the Amer- 
icas to be destined to play their parts 
togrether. I am interested to flj your 
attention on thU prospect now because 
unless you take it within your view 
and permit tbe full significance of it to 
command your thought 1 cannot find 
the right light in which to set forth 
the particular matter that lies at the 
very front of my whole thought as 1 
address you today. 1 mean national 
defense. 

No one who really comprehends the 
spirit of the great people for whom we 
sre appointed to gpcnk can fail to per- 
ceive that their passion is for peace, 
their genius best displayed in the prac- 
tice of the arts of peacv. Great democ- 
racies are not belligerent. They do not 
seek or desire war. Their thought is 
of individual liberty and of the free 
lalMr that supports life and tbe un- 
censored thought tiiat quickens it. 
Conquest and dominion are not in our 
reckoning or agreeable to our princi- 
ples. But Just t)ecause wei.demand nn- 
molestcd development and tbe nndis- 
tnrlMd government of our own lives 
upon our own principles of right and 
lit>erty. we resent, from whatever 
quarter It may come, the aggression we 
ourselves will not practice. We insist 
upon s e cml ty in proeecntlng our self 
chosen Hnes of national development. 
We do more than that. We deinaod it 
alao for others. We do not confine oar 
enthuslaam for Individual liberty and 
free national development to tbe Ind- 
denta and movemeota of affaire which 
affect only ourselves. We feel it wber- 
ever there Is a people that tries to walk 
in these difficult paths of Independence 
and right. From the first -we have 
made common cause with all partiaana 
of liberty on this side tbe sea and have 
deemed it as Important that our neigh- 
bora should be free from all outside 
domluatiun os that we ouraclves should 
be: iiave set America aside as a whole 
for the tisea of indepeodeot nationg and 
political freemen.

policies. We regard war merely as a 
means of asserting the rights of a peo 
pie against aggres.sinn. .\nd we are 
as fiercely Jealous of coercive or dicta 
torial power within our own nation 
as of aggression from without. We 
will not maintain • standing army ex 
cept for uses which ^re as necessary 
In times of peace aa in timea of war. 
and we shall alwaya see to it that our 
military peace establishment is no 
Idltger than Is actually and contlnuoua- 
ly needed for the uses of daya In which 
no enemlee move against os. Bnt we 
do believe In a body of free cltlsens 
ready and snmclent to take care of 
themaelvea and^.of the governments 
wblcb they have aet op to eerve them 
In oar conatltntloilB thtmealtss we 
have commanded that *^he right of 
the people to keep and bear arma ahall 
not be Infringed.'* and oar confidence 
haa been that onr aafety In times of 
danger would lie In the rising of the 
nathm to take care of itsslf, as die 
fhrmars rose at Lexington. 

SUGGESTS BROAD PLAN 

FOR NATIONAL DEFENSE 

iRoreaae Standing Regular For e s Four 
HttHdred Thousand Citisan S elJIar a . 
ftot war hto never been s me re mat 
ter of men and goas. It Is a thing 
of disciplined might If oar dtlsens 
are ever to Ught eStoctively apon a 
sadden sammons, they mast know 
how modem lighting is done, aad what 
to do when the sammoas comes to 
render thenisrives Immediately avail- 
able and lanawllately effective. And 
the government nmat be their aervant 
In tbia matter, moat anpply them with 
the training they need to take care of 
themselves and of It The military 
arm of their government which they 
will not allow to direct them, they may 
proi)eriy uae to nerve them and make 
their independence secure, and not 
their own Independence merely, bnt 
the righta also of those with whom 
they have made common cause, should 
they al-^o he put In Jeopardy. They 
must l>e fitted to play the great role 
In the world, and particularly in this 
hemisphere, for which they are quail 
Bed by principle and by chastened am 
Mtlon to play. 
It la wKb these ideabi In mind that 

the plaas e( tbs dcpartaient oTirar for 
more adeqtmte national defease were 
conceived which will be laid before 
yoa. and which I tnge yon to aanctloii 
and pat into effect aai soon aa they can 
be properly ac rutin fawd and diacoaaed. 
They aeem to me tbe eBsential first 
stepe, sad they seem to me for the 
present sofllclent 

They contenutUte an Increase of tlie 
atandlng force of the regular army 
from Its present strength of 5.023 ofli- 
cera and lOSMS enUsled aMi of all 
aerwices to a strength of oOcera 
and 184,707 enllated men. or 141343 
all told, all services, rank and file, by 
the addition of fifty-two comiianles of 
coast artillery, fifteen companies of en- 
gineers, ten regiments of Infantry, four 
regiments of field artillery and four 
aero squadrons, besides 75U officers re- 
quired for a great variety of extra 
service, especially tbe all Important 
duty of training the citizen force of 
which I shall presently speak. 792 non- 
commissioned officers for service in 
drill, recruiting and the like and the 
necessary quota of enlisted men for 
the quartermaster corps, the hospital 
corps, the ordnance department and 
other similar auxiliary services. These 
are the additions necessary to render 
the army adequate for Us present du 
ties, duties which it has to perform 
not only upon our own coutluental 
coasts and borders and at our Interior 
army posts, but also In the rhlllpplncs. 
in tbe Hawaiian Islands, at the Istb 
mns and in Porto Rico 

By way of making the country ready 
to assert some part of its real power 
promptly and upon a larger scale 
should occasion arise the plan also 
contemplates supplementing the army 
by a force of 400.000 disciplined dtl 
zens, raised In Increments of 133.000 a 
year throughout a period of tbre« 
years. This it Is proposed to do by a 
process of enlistment under which the 
serviceable men of the o^untry would 
t>e asked to bind themselves to serve 
with the colors for purposes of train 
Ing for short periods throughout three 
yeare and to come to the colors at call 
at any time throughout an additional 
"furlough" period of three years. This 
force of 400.000 men would t)e pro 
vided with personal accouterments as 
fast as enlisted and their equipment 
for the field made ready to be supplied 
at any time. They would be assem- 
bled for training at stated Intervals at 
convenient places in association with 
suitable units of tbc regular army. 
Their period of annual training wonid 
not necessarily exceed two months in 
tbe year. 

It woukl depend upon the patrloOc 
feeling of the younger men of the 
country whether they responded to 
such a call to service or not. It 
would def>end ni>on tbe patriotic spirit 
of the emplovers of the country wheth 
er they made It possible for the }-oung- 
er men in tbelr employ to respond un- 
der favorable conditions or not I for 
one do not doubt the patriotic devotion 
either of our young men or of tboae 
who give them employatient— those tor 
whose benefit and protection they 
would In fact enlist I would look 
forward to tbe success of such an ex- 
periment Vtth entire confidence. 

At leaat eo much by way of prepara- 
tion for defenae seems to me to be ab- 
aolutely Imperative now. We cannot 
do less.

fore you by the secretary of tbe navy 
la similarly conceived. It in vol vea only 
a shortening of the time within which 
plans long matured shall tie carried 
out hut it does make definite and ex- 
phelt a program which baa h ere t o f ore 
been only Impifett. held la the minds of 
the committece oa asval atCaim and 
disclosed in tbe debates of the two 
fa oaa ea. bnt nowhere formnjaled or for- 
mally adopted. It seems to me very 
clear that ft win be to tbe advantage 
of the coontry for the fiongreea to adopt 
a eomprahenslis pisn for patting the 
navy npon a Saal footlns of atrengtb 
aad effi ci ency iaA to preea that plan 
to completion within the next live 
years. We hav* always hxfted to the 
navy of the conntiy aa onr first and 
chttf Use of defenae: we have always 
seoo It to be our manifest oonrae of 
pmdence to be atrong oa ttie seaa. 
Tear by year we have beeii creating a 
navy wUldi now ranka very high in- 
deed among the navlea of the maritime 
natlona. We show Id now definitely de- 
termine how we shall^ complete what 
we have begoa and how aoon. 

tb» program to be laid before you 
eontamptatae the conatmctlon within 
five yoaia of ten battleships, six battle 
cruisera, tea ficont cmlsers, fifty de- 
stroyers, flfteea fleet submarinee. 
elghty-Qve coaat aubmarines. four gun- 
boats, one hospital ahlp. two ammuni- 
tion ships, two fuel oil abipa and one 
repair ship. It is proposed that of this 
number we shall the first year provide 
for the construction of two battleships, 
two battle cruisera. three acout cruisers, 
fifteen destroyers, five fieet submarines, 
twenty-five coast submarines, two gun- 
boats and one hospital ship; tbe second 
year two battleships, one scout cruiser, 
ten destroyers, four fleet submarines, 
fifteen coast submarines, one gunt>oat 
and one fuel oil ship; the third year 
two iMttleshlps, one battle cruiser, two 
scout crnlsera. five destroyers, two fieet 
submarines and fifteen coast subma- 
rines: the fourth year two tiattlesblps.

It Is also necessary that 
the number of midshipmen at the Na- 
val academy at Annapolis should be 
increased by at least 300 In order that 
the force of officers should be more 
rapidly added to. and authority is ask- 
ed to appoint, for engineering dutlea 
only, approved graduates of engineer- 
ing colleges, and for service in the avi- 
ation corpe a certain number of men 
taken from dvtl Ufa. 

COUNTRY SHOULD HAVE 

FINE MERCHANT 4IAiUNE. 

UaNsd aiirtas Should Be Its Own Car* 
rier en th« Ssas. 

If thla fnU program should be carried 
out we should tiave built or building In 
1921, according to the estimates of sur- 
vival and standards of dasaiflcattoD 
followed by the general t>oard of the 
department, an effective navy consist- 
ing of 27 battleships of the first line. C 
battle cmiseis, 25 ttattleshlps of the 
second line. 10 armored cruisers. 13 
acout cmlaera, B flrat claas cruisera, 8 
second claas cmlaera. 10 third clasa 
ciuiser a, 108 destroyers. 18 fleet sub- 
marines, 187 coaat sabmarlnes. 6 mon- 
ibra. 20 coaboals. 4 snpply ships, 15 
fad sh^ 4 transports, 8 tenders to 
torpedo Tessela. 8 leaseli of special 
typea and two ammimttloa abipa. This 
woidd be a navy fitted to our needs 
and -wortiiy of our traditions. 

Bnt axaal«i and infetniments of war 
are only put of what has to be con- 
dUefsd if we are to oonrider tbe au- 
pruae matter of national seir anfllclen- 
ey and eecnctty ta .all Its asp e c ts , 
Thete sre other graafc matten which 
will be thrast upon onr attention 
whether we will or not There la, for 
example, a very presnlng queatlon of 
trade end shipping Involved In this 
great probimn of aatloasl sdeqoacy. 
It Is neeesssry flor auoiy weighty rea- 
sons of natkmal effldeney and devel- 
opment that we ahonld have a great 
merchant marine. )The great merchant 
fleet we once oaed to auike na rich, 
that great body of stnrdy sailors who 
used to carry onr flag taito every eea. 
and wlu> were the pride and often the 
bulwark of the nation, we have almoat 
driven out of existence by Inexcosable 
neglect and Indifference aad hf a "hope- 
lessly blind and provincial poUey of 
so called economle protection. It la 
high time wa 
resumed onr 
on tbe seaa. 

For it is a question Of tndependoice. 
If other natlona go to war or seek to 
ban^r each other'a commerce onr 
merehanta. It seems, are at their mer- 
cy to do with aa they please. We must 
use tbelr ships and use them as they 
determine. We have not ahips eooogh 
of our own. We cannot handle our 
own commerce on the aeaa. Our inde- 
pendence Is provincial, and is only on 
land and within our own iwrdere. We 
are not likely to bo permitted to use 
even the ships of other nations in ri- 
valry of their own trade aud are with- 
out means to extend our commerce 
even where the doors are wide open 
and our goods desired. Such a situa- 
tion is not to be endured. It is of capi- 
tal importance not only thi^t the Unit- 
ed states should be Its own carrier on 
the seas and enjoy the economic Inde- 



penaence wnicb only an sdoqnate 
merebant marine would give it, bat 
alao that the American bemlapbere as 
a whole should enjoy a like lodepeod- 
enco and self sufficiency. If it is not 
to be drawn Into the tangle of Euro- 
|iean allalra. Without such independ- 
ence the whole question of our peiit- 
leal unity and aelf determlaattoa la 
very seriensly rlnailfid sisl i nfspfti'ala< 
Indeed. 

Moreover, we can develop no true or 
effective American policy wtthoat-shlpa 
of our own— not ahipe of war, but 
ahlpa of peece. carrying gooda aad cat^ 
fyteg much more: creating t %. i e u d ah lpe 
and rendering Indlspenssble services to 
all Interests oa this side the wstcr. 
They must move coaetantly back aad 
forth between the Americas. Tbey are 
the only sbuttlce that can weave the 
delicate fabric of aympatby. compre- 
hension, confidence and mutual de- 
pendence In which we wish to clothe 
our policy of America for Americana. 

The- task of building up as adeqiMte 
merebant marine for America private 
capital must ultimately undertake and 
achieve, as it has undertaken and 
achieved every other like task among

Something must be done at 
once, done to open routes and develop 
opportunities where they are as yet 
undeveloped, done to open the srtertes 
of trade where the currents tiave nut 
yet learned to run. especially t>etweea 
the two American continents. wber;> 
they are, singularly enough, yet to b* 
created and qulckesed, and it is evi- 
dent that only the government can nn- 
dertakc such l>egiimtnK9 and OKvnme 
the Initial financial riska When tbe 
risk has passed and private capital be- 
gins to find Its way In sufflcienr alian- 
dance Inta these new rhaunels the gov- 
emiiMot may withdraw. But it can- 
not omit »» »^gin ,t ghould lake th» 
firat ateps. and s^.im ,.15, w^^xa at 
once. Onr goods must bw pUed up 
at our porta and stored upu.. ^i^, 
tracks in freight cars which are daily 
needed on the roads, must not be left 
without means of tran>i>ort 10 any for- 
eign quarter. We must not swall tite 
permission of forei;;n .'•bifHiwnera and 
foreign governments :o send them 
where we will. 

With a view to meotinz these preaa- 
Ing necessities of our commerce nnd 
availing ourselves at the earliest po«wM- 
ble moment of tbe present unparalleled 
opportunity of linking tbe two Ameri- 
cas together In bonds of mutual Inter- 
est and service, au opportunity which 
may never return again If we.ailsa It 
now. proposals will be m^de to the 
present congress for the purchase or 
construction of ships to be owned sod 
directed by the government similar to 
those made to the last congress, bat 
modified In some essential particulars. 
1 recommend these proposals to you 
for your prompt acceptance with tha 
more confidence tjocause every month 
that has elapsed since the former pro* 
posals were made has made tbe ne- 
cessity for such SCI Ion more and mora 
manifestly Imperative. That seed was 
then 'Mi«see«.--^H l a ua a aeataly -felt 
and everywhere reallxed by tboae for 
whom trade is waiting, but who can 
find no conveyance for their goods. I 
am not so much interested In tbe par- 
tlculara of the program as I am In 
talcing immediate advantage of tbe 
great opportunity which awaits us If 
we will bnt act In this emergency.

Bunw paid oat of current revenues for 
the eonstmetloa of the Panama canal, 
and It la true -that bonds for tbe 
amoimt of $222,482,000 are now avail- 
able for that pnrpoae. Prior to 1013 
$138,00a000 of these bonds had ac- 
tually been sold to Mconp the expendi- 
tures at the Isthmus, and now con- 
stitute a considerable Item of the pub- 
lic debt But 1 for one do not believe 
that the people of this cotmtry approve 
of postponing the payment of their 
bills. Borrowing money Is shortsight- 
ed, finance. It can be Justified only 
when permanent things are to be ac- 
complished which many generatloita 
will certainly benefit by and which it 
seems hardly fair that a single genera- 
tion should, pay tor. The objects we 
sre now proposing^ to ipend taonej for 
cannot be so classified, except In the 
sense that everything wisely done may 
be said to be done in the Interest of 
posterity ss well ss in our own. It 
seems to me a clear dictate of prn- 
dent stateamansblp and frank finance 
that In what we are now. I hope, about 
to undertake we should pay as we go 
The people of the country are entitled 
to know just what burdens of taxation 
tbey are to carry and to know from tbe 
outset now. Tbe new billa should be 
paid by Internal taxation. 

To what sources, then, shall we 
turn? This is so peculiarly a question 
which the gentlemen of tbe bouse of 
representatives are expected under tbe 
constitution to propose an answer to 
that you «lll hardly expect me to do 
more than discuss it in very general 
terms. We should be following an al- 
most universal example of modem 
governments if we were to draw the 
greater part/or even the whole of the 
revenues we need from the Income 
taxes. By somewhat lowering the pres- 
ent limits of exemption and the figure 
St which the surtax shall begin to t>e 
imposed and by increasing step by step 
throughout the present graduation the 
surtax Itself, the income taxes as at 
present apportioned would yield sums 
stiSIcient to balance the books of the 
treasury at the end of the fiscal year 
1017 without anywhere making the 
harden unr^uonably or oppressively 
heavy. Tbe precise reckonings Sre 
fully and accarately set out In the re- 
port of tbe secretsry of the traasury 
which wUl be Immediately laid before 
you. 

And thevs are many additional 
sources of revenue which can jastly be 
resorted to wit bout ij^mperlng the In- 
dostries of t£e oomtry or patting sny 
to</ great charge Opon Individoal ex- 
penditure. A I r £ent tax per gallon 
on gasoline and uapbtha would yield, 
at tbe present estimated production. 
$10,000,000, a tax of 60 cents per horse- 
power on automobiles snd Internal ex- 
plosion engines $15/X)0,000, a stamp 
tax ou b«nkfchecl^ probably flSyOOD,- 



vw, a tax of '<a cents per ton on pig 
iron $10,000,000, a tax of 00 cents per 
ton on fabricated iron and steel proba- 
bly $10,000,000. In a country of great 
Industries like this it ooght to be easy 
to distribute the burdens of taxation 
wlttwut making them anywhere bear 
too beavilv or too exchiaively upon an; 
one set 6i persons or imdertsklngs.

NAtlON'S SECRET FOES 

SHOULD BE CRUSHED. 

Gravest Oanger to Country Comes 
From Within Our Own Borders. 
I have siioken to you today, gentle- 
men, upon a single theme, tbe thor- 
oagh prepaiatfsn of ttie nation to care 
for Its own security snd to mske sure 
of entire freedom to play the impar- 
tial role In thto bemispbere and In the 
world which we all believe to have 
be«i provtOentfally assigned b> It I 
hsve bad in my mind no tboogfat of 
any Inunedtote or partlcatar danger 
artadng out of oar relattoha with other 
nations. We are at peace with an tbe 
nations of tiie world, aad there to rea- 
son to hope that no .qnaatton In con- 
troversy between thto and other gov- 
emments will lead to any aarions 
breach of amtcsble relatlona, grave as 
some dUKerenres of sttltnde and poHey 
have been snd may yet turn out to be. 
I am sorry to say that the gravest 
threats against our national i>eace and 
safety have been uttered within our 
own borders. There are citizens of tbe 
United States, 1 blush to admit, born 
under other flags, but welcomed under 
our generous naturalization laws to the 
full freedom aad opportunity of Amer- 
ica, who have poured the [Kilson of dis- 
loyalty into the very arteries of our 
national life, who have sought to bring 
the authority and good name of our 
government into contempt, to destroy 
our Industries wherever they thought 
It effective for their vindictive pur- 
poses to strike at them and to debase 
our politics to tbe u-scs of foreign in- 
trigue. Their number la not great as 
compared with the whole number of 
those sturdy hosts by which our na- 
tion has been eurichcU In i-eceut gen- 
erations out of virile forelgu stocks, 
but it Is great enough to have brought 
deep disgrace upon us and to tiave 
made it necessary that we should 
promptly make use of processes of law 
by which we may ba-paiSSA Of t heir 
corrupt distempers. 

America never witnessed anything 
Uke this before. It never dreamed it 
possible that men sworn into its own 
citizenship, men drawn out of great 
free stocks such as supplied some of 
the best and strongest elements of that 
little, but bow heroic, nation that in a 
high day of old staked its very life to 
free itself from every entanglement 
that had darkened the fortunes of the 
older nations and set up a new stand- 
ard here — that men of such origins and 
such free choices of allegiance would 
ever turn in malign reaction against 
the government and people who had 
welcomed and nurtured them and seek 
to make this proud country once more 
a hotbed of European passion. A lit- 
tle while ago such a thing would have 
seemed incredible. Because it was in- 
credible we made no preparation for 
It We would have been almost 
ashamed to prepare for It, as If we 
were suspicious of ourselves, our own 
comradea and aeighborsl But the ugly 
ajHl incredible thing has actually come 
about, and we are without adequate 
federal laws to deal with it. I urge 
you to enact such laws at the earliest 
possible moment snd feel that in doing 
so I sm urging you to do nothing less 
than save the honor and self respect 
of the nation. Such creatnrea of pas- 
sion, disloyalty and snarcby must be 
crushed out They are not many, but 
tbey are Infinitely malignant, and the 
band of oar power should close over 
them at once. Tbey have formed plots 
to destroy property, they have entered 
Into consplractos. against tbe neutrality 
of tbe government they bare sought 
to pry Into every 'conlldenttal trans- 
actkm of the govenment In order to 
serve Interests alien to ear pwa. It Is 
possible to deal with these things very 
effectually. I need not suggest the 
tenns In which they may be dealt with. 

I wish that It could be said that only 
a few* men. mteled by mistaken senti- 
ments of allegiance to the governments 
under which they were bom. had been 
guilty of dtotartdng the self possession 
and mtorepreaenting tbe temper and 
principles of the conntry daring these 
dsys of terrible warl when It would 
seem that every man who was truly an 
Americsn would Instlnctlvdy make It 
hto duty and hto pride to keep the 
scales of Judgment even and ilrove him- 
self s partisan of no nation bat bis 
own. But It cannot There are some 
men among^us and many resident 
abroad wbo^ though bom and bred in 
the United States and ealllog them 
selves Americans, have so forgotten 
themselves and their honor as citlsens 
as to pot tbelr passionate ^miietby 
with one or the other side In'the greet 
EurofMan coblllct above their regard 
for tbe |>eace and dignity of the United 
States. Tbey also preach snd practice 
disloyalty. No laws, 1 suppose, can 
reach corruptions of the mind and 
heart, but I should not speak of others 
without also speaking of these and ex- 
pressing the even deeper humiliation 
and scorn which every self possessed 
and thoughtfully patriotic American 
must feel when be thinks of 'them and 
of tbe dlacredit tbey are dally briaging 
upon ua

and navy men of recognized leadership 
and ability from among our citizens 
who are thoroughly familiar, for ex- 
ample, with the transportation facUl- 
of the cotmtzy and therefore com- 
t to advise how tbey msy be co- 
orainsted when the need srlses, those 
wbo can stiggest the best wsy in which 
to bring about prompt co-ot>eratlon 
among the manufacturers of the cotin- 
tiy, should It be necessary, and those 
who could sBslst to bring the technical 
skill of tbe coimtry to the aid of tbe 
government in the solution of particn- 
iar problems of defense. 1 only hope 
that if 1 should flad it feasible to con- 
stitute such an advisory iKMly the con- 
gress would be wilUug to vote tbe 
small stun of money tbat would be 
needed to defray the expenses that 
woald probably be neceeeary to give it 
the clerical and administrative ma 
chlaaty with which to do serviceable 
work. :

Many Conditions Are Being Altered 
From Oeeade to Decade. 

What Is more Impottant Is that the 
Industries and resources of the country 
shooM be available and resdy for 
mobilisation, it Is the more Impera- 
tively necessary, therefore, that we 
should promptly devise means for do- 
Ins what we have not yet done— that 
we should slve latelllseut federal aid 
and stlmnlatioo to Industrial and voca- 
tional educatloa, aa we have hmg done 
in the large, field of our agricultural 
indostcy: that at the same time tbat 
we safesnaid aad conserve tbe nataral 
reeourcee of the country we should 
put than at the dl^oeal of those who 
will use them promptly aad InttiU- 
gently. aa was sontfbt to be dona la 
the sdmlrable bUU submitted to the 
last congress from Its committees on 
the public lands^ bills which I earnest- 
ly recommend in principle to your con- 
Siderstlon; tbst we shonid put into 
>arly operation some provision for 
rural credits which will add to tbe ex- 
tensive borrowing facilitiM already 
afforded the farmer by the reserve 
bank act adequate instrumentalities 
by which long credits may be obtained 
on land mortgages and that we should 
study more carefully than tbey have 
hitherto been studied the right adapts 
tlon of oar economic arrangements to 
changing conditions. 

Many conditions about which we 
have rei>eatedly legislated are l>eing 
altered from decade to decade, it Ls 
evident, under our very eyes snd arc 
likely to change even more rapidly 
and more radically iu tbe days Imme- 
diately ahead of as when peace has 
returned to the world and the natlon.o 
of Europe once more take up their 
tasks of commerce and industry with 
the energy of those who most bestir 
themselves to build anew. Just what 
these changes will be no one can cer- 
tainly Toresee or confidently predict 
There sre no calculable, because no 
stable, elements In tbe problem. The 
most we can do Is to make certain 
that we have the necessary instnimen 
talltiea of information constantly at 
our service so that we may be sure 
that we know exactly what we are 
dealing with when we come to act. If 
It ahould be necessary to act nt all 
We most first certainly know what It 
Is that we are seeking to adapt our- 
selves to. I may ask the privilege of 
addressing you more at length on this 
Importsnt matter a little later In your 
session.

Furthar Rural Credits Advisable. 
Transportation a Problem. 

While we speak of the preparation of 
the nation to make sure of her securi- 
ty and her effective power we mu-tt 
not fall into the i>atent error of sup- 
poelng that her real stren^h cornea 
from armaments a:id mere safcgoarda 
of written law. It comes, of course, 
from her |>eople, their energy, their 
success in their undertakings, their 
free opportuuiiy to use the natural 
resources of our great home laud and 
of the lands outside our coutloeutal 
twrders which look to us for protec- 
tion, for encouragement and for assist- 
ance in their development: from the 
organisation and freedom and vitality 
of our economic life. Tbe domestic 
questions which engaged the attention 
of the last congress are more vital to 
the nation in this Its time of test than 
at any other time. We cannot ade- 
quately make ready for any trial of I 
oar Mbaagth unlesa we wisely and ' 
p r ompt ly direct tbe force of our laws 
Into these an Important Holds "f il >:aes- 
tlc action.

Servants of Country. 
In tbe meantime may 1 make this 
aoggestlont The transportation prob- 
lem is an exceedingly serious and 
I>ressing one in this country. There 
bss from time to time of late been rea- 
son to fear that our railroads would 
not much longer be able to cope with 
It successfully, as st present equipped 
snd co-ordinated. I suggest that it 
would be wise to provide for a com- 
mission of inquiry to ascertain by a 
thorough csnvass of the whole ques- 
tion whether our laws ns nt present 
framed and administered are as serv- 
iceable as they might be hi the solu- 
tion of tbe problem. It is obviously 
a problem that ilea nt the very foun- 
dation of our efficiency as u people. 
Such an inquiry ought to draw out 
every circumstance and opinion worth 
considering, and we need to know 
all 'Sides of the matter if we mean to 
do anything in the field of federal leg- 
islation. 

No one, 1 am sure, would wish to 
take any backward step. The regula- 
tion of the railways of the conntry by 
federal commission has had admirable 
results and has fully justified the 
hopes and expectations of those by 
whom the policy of regnlation was 
originally proposed. The question is 
not. What should we undo? It is 
whether there Ls anything else we can 
;do that would supply us with effective 
means, in the very process of regn- 
lation. for bettering the conditions un- 
der which the railroads are operated 
and for making them more useful serv- 
ants of tbe country ns a whole. It 
seems to me that it might be the part 
of wisdom, therefore, before further 
legislation in this field is attempted, 
to look at the whole problem of co-or- 
dination and efficiency in the full light 
of a fresh assessment of circumstance 
and opinion, as a guide to dealing with 
the several parts of It. 

For what we are seeking now. what 
in my mind Is tbe single thought of 
this message, is national efficiency and 
security. We serve s great nation. 
We ahonld serve it In tbe spirit of its 
peculiar genlua It is the genius of 
common men for self government. In- 
dustry, justice, liberty and peace. Wc 
should see to it that it tacks no In- 
strument, no facility or vigor of law. 
to make It snffirient to play Its part 
with energy, aafety and asanred snc- 
ress. In tbts we sre no partisans but 
heralda and prophets of a new nj:*.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE
